"...an editor comprising means for allowing a user to edit the graph, wherein the 
software entities comprise nongenetic software program code; wherein the 
conversion means comprises means for bi-directionally folding and unfolding a 
graph between meta and child levels." and as best illustrated by figs. 2 in such a 
manner as recited in independent claim 2 and as indicated in Applicants response of 
10/31/07 on page 1. 
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Therefore, all remaining claims 2 - 9 are in condition for allowance.
